Unknown to thousands and unborn 
ored by many of those who chance til 
know, there lies wit lit n easy distance 
of this city, picture writing th at will 
compare with anything of its charac­ 
ter Iii America—the Indelible record 
of a race long since dead; the work of 
men whose souls have centuries ago 
passed 
Into 
that 
happy 
hunting 
ground where deer roved the hills and 
plains, and the trickling of (lowing 
water made pleasant music for the 
sturdy old brave who knew naught 
tint war and warfare in the great (Milo 
valley. 
For a mile or more als> vc the peace­ 
ful village of Sm ith’s Ferry the Ohio 
Is bounded on the north side with u 
stone that has for centuries withstood 
the ravages of the elements. 
Covered 
with water during the greater part of 
the year, It has not crumbled and lost 
its form, and with the possible excep­ 
tion of spots, not large, It is probably 
much as it was a thousand years ago. 
T he rock rises gradually from the 
channel toward the shore, and for the 
best part of Its length is as even as 
rocks of Its character usually are; but 
In one sisit a ledge rises for a foot from 
the general surface, and while there 
Is no abrupt ending, the hill where it 
leaves the parent stone, if such It can 
be called, is clearly defined. 
This Is 
perhaps HK) feet long, with an average 
width of 20 feet, and upon its surface, 
much harder and ta tte r prepared to 
resist the clements. Is the record of a 
race long since dead, the picture writ 
lugs of those mysterious people who 
lived, and moved, and had their being 
ong years before the Red man came 
with untamed passion to occupy this 
American eden, the upper Ohio val­ 


ley. 
beginning at the 
point farthest 
down the river the ti rat of these pic­ 
tures is found. I t has a head perfectly 
round, connected with an oblong bodv 
by two perpendicular lines. 
On the 
right is a small oval, evidently In­ 
tended for a tin, as perpendicular lines 
show some attem pt at the reproduc­ 
tion of a stout membrane. 
T h e other 
side is decorated In the same manner, 
and the llgure ends in the tall of 
fish. 
Three 
of 
these 
figures 
face the river, and a fourth completes 
the group. 
I t Is drawn at right ang­ 
les with the other In the shape of a 
human frame. 
T he head is a circle, 
and there is no attem pt a t eyes, nf.se 
or mouth, but each arm ends in the 
rude outlines of hands, and there Is a 
well marked effort at feet. 
A few feet 
away is another shape much like the 
last, with the exception th a t the body 
Is square, and the feet are made a 
prominent part of the picture. 
I he 
head is as round as compass could make 
It and the absence of ears gives It a 
grotesque appearance, to say the least. 
ir a distance of 20 feet along the 
ledge uo marks are seen, the surface 
j f the rock being hard and unbroken; 
but there another picture appears. 
It 
strongly 
resembles 
a 
turtle, 
with 
flappers wide spread and head craned 
forward. 
T h e figure Is 18 inches long, 
and is the plainest of the hundred or 
more scattered nearby. 
Then comes 
picture which proves th a t these 
ancient artists drew from life. 
I t ap­ 
pears lobe a quadruped, with body all 
out of proportion to tile size of its legs 
and a head so small as to be hard to 
duel. Only two legs are shown, that In 
the rear bending at the knee. 
Small 
„ars peep out from the top of the 
head, the neck is long and thin, and 
the mark which forms the back is 
rawn out so as to represent a tail for 
distance of several feet from the 
ungainly looking body. 
I t Is at least 
40 feet from the first picture, and is 
drawn 
parallel 
with 
the 
stream. 
There is another animal of this sort 
tome distance away. 
It is not as per­ 
fect, however, and was evidently In­ 
tended to represent something with 
horns. While the first might, through 
a stretch of imagination, be taken 
for a horse, the second can be as easily 
transformed into a cow. 
The body is 
rectangular, with corners as perfect as 
lf laid off with a square, there being 
no attempt at the graceful beauty of 
the curved lines. 
Two 
long horns 
adorn 
the 
head, 
and 
the 
legs 
are 
longer 
than 
lu 
the 
other. 
T h e head points towards the rising 
sun, and there is a roughness about 
the whole drawing which makes it 
seem even more 
ancient than its 


fellows. 
It Is tho 
conter of what 
might well be taken on paper for the 
first Impressions of a menagerie, being 
surrounded on every side by animals 
of all sizes and sorts. 
W hat looks like 
a kangaroo is the most distinct. 
T he 
front legs arc much shorter than the 
others, the tat! is long and thin, and 
the head ends In the pointed muzzle 
o f t he interesting resident of the anti­ 
pode*. 
A 
small 
turtle 
stretches 
lazily on the rocks dose by, and a 
man with hands as though in the act 
of gestleulating is very close. 
( >nc of 
his arms is raised as lf he were calling 
down the ald of a higher power, and 
tile other points disdainfully down­ 
ward. 
Ile is blessed with marks In­ 
tended for feat ures, and his feet arc 
the I .est feet of the collection. An­ 
other drawing, which looks much like 
an ordinary hatchet, with a few trim ­ 
mings in the way of a few acii lops on 
the handle, is near, and a bird is al­ 
most at the feet of the ancient indi­ 
vidual. 
T h e wings are extended, the 
head la thrown back, and the talons 
are clearly defined. 
A stork, an exact 
reproduction of what 
is frequently 
seen In the hyeft.glyphic writings of 
Egypt, is Hanked Ivy a meek hooking 
Sheep at the edge of t he rock, and a 
few turtles with a well drawn 
ils.li 
complete the collection in th a t part 
Of the stone. 
Ten feet away toward 
the shore Is another winged creat­ 
ure, 
different 
from 
.anvilling 
•eon 
in 
the 
collections 
of 
today and certainly not todlgcoeoua 
to this part of the world. 
It has for 
Its neighbor a crockodile or a draw­ 
ing which looks more like that crea­ 
ture than any other known to science, 
while the group Is guarded by rn cow 
with a splendidly formed body when 
Compared with the others. 
A weazle 
and another turtle are at the extrem a 
end of the rock, where the drawings 
abruptly cease.
